The Attempt to Place Mrs. Marion 
W. Danne in a Lunatic Asylum.

A Wealthy Doctor's Plot to Put His 
Wife Out of the Way—The Timely 
Interference of the Lady's Friends— 
Mrs. Danne, a Well-Known New 
York Society Lady, the Victim of 
Cruel Treatment. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorn, May 13.—An effort was made yester- 
day to have a lad} well known in New York society 
as Marion W. Danne incarcerated in the Blooming- 
dule Insane Asylum. Although every effort was 
used to keep the facts concealed, they leaked in 
time to save the lady, if not insane, at least from 
becoming so while spending the rest of her life as 
an associate of lunatics. Mrs. Marion W. Danne is 


the wife of Dr. Danne of No. 23 West Fifty-first 
street and Providence, R. I. She has been in this 
city for the past six or eight months, residing with 
a Mrs. Bishop at No. 174 West Fifty-eighth street, 
while ber husband is still in Providence. The inter- 
ests of the husband in this city were attended to by 
Lawyer Wm. Bronk, While Mrs. Danne resided 
with Mrs. Bishop her husband paid her board of $50 
or $60 per week, for which, it is alieged,se was fur- 
nished poor accommodations. . Mrs. Danne had ac- 
quired a taste for intoxicating liquors and her 
appetite in this res it ls claimed, 
was carefully provided for and no restraint what- 
ever placed upon ber. Upon the 2d of May Dr. 
John G. Perry of 48 East Thirty-fourth street, near 
Madison avenue, was called in to examine the lady. 
Dr. Perry has been a practising physician for the 
past twenty vears. Hesaid that Mrs. Danne was 
SUFFERING FROM HYSTERICAL INSANITY 
and it was dangerous to aliow her at large, as she 
had once throwu a lamp on a bed. This statement 
was sworn to before Judge Lawrence in the Su- 
preme Court, Monday. Upon the 6th of May Dr. 
Allan McLane Hamilton of rty-third street, near 
Madison avenue, was called tothe house of Mrs. 
Bisbop to see Mrs. Danne. Dr. Hamilton has been 
well known for the past fifteen years as an expert 
in iusanity cases. Heswore in an affidavit before 
Judge Donohue inthe Supreme Court that Mrs. 
Danne was suffering from dipsomapnia and that she 
had attacked her nurse, For over a year past the 
lady had been under the care of an attendant. An 
order was made out by Judge Lawrence commit- 
ting Mrs. Danne to the insane asylum This paper 
was given toa private detective agency. A Mrs. 
Maddern, who was a friend of Mrs. Bishop, was very 
friendly to Mrs. Danne, and it was proposed 
that sbe should accompany Mrs. Danne to 
the asylum. At the last moment Mrs. Maddern re- 
fused to be a party to the scheme, Mrs. Danne had 
no money and Mrs. Maddern gave her 25 cents. 
Mrs. — * from the house and found 
shelter with Mrs. Maddern at Eighteenth street and 
Irving place, where Dr. Ut:o Fuilgraff occupies the 
first floor as an office. The detectives followed her. 
The detectives could not enter the house without a 
warrant, and Lawyer Bronx visited Jefferson Mar- 
ket yesterday morning to get a warrant. Court 
Officer ner and a detective went to the house 
in Irving place to get the lady. They were sur- 
prised to find her ' 
PROTECTED BY TWO DETECTIVES 
from another detective agency. Mrs. Danne was 
sick in bed, suffering from nervous prostra ion. Dr. 
Fullgraff gave a ceri ficate to that effect. and said 
she could not be removed. These facts were re- 
ported to Justice Duffy. Ex-Assemblyman Fred- 
erick House, counsei for Mrs. Danne, and two lady 
friends of the Doctor's wife told the Magistrate 
Mrs. Danne was not insane, but sick, and that 
a conspiracy had been batched to piace her in an 
asylum. The Magistrate indorsed upon the back of 
pa : “Warrant not executed, as woman is 
sick, aud not insane. Duffy.” Dr. Fuligraff said 
to your correspondent last ‘hight that he 
was well ie ype ay Dr. Frederick Danne. At 
onetinie,when in e of the old Boad Street Dis- 
nsary, Dr. Danone was under Dr. Fuligraff. Last 
oyday Mrs. Danne came to the house and was 
attended by him. 

“She is not insane?’ asked the reporter. 

“I do not know about her habits. She did not 
look to be a drinking woman, and I never heard be- 
fore that she took liquor.” 

The Doctor showed the reporter up-stairs where 
Mrs. Daune lay upoaa bed. The room was neatly 
furnished. 

Mrs. Danne said: My maiden name was Marion 
Wilson. I lived at Southport, Conn., with my 
father ana two sisters. In the year 1864, Dr. Danne, 
then a young man, visited Southport, and we were 
married. Dr. Danne treated me kindly till eight or 
ten years ago, when he an to de harsh. At this 
time his income was small, There was no serious 
rupture between us till five years ago. About that 
time his grandfather, a well-known merchant of 
Providence, d.ed and left Dr. Danne $300,000in real 
estate anu 8, O00 in oer and personai prop- 
erty. He was a meinber of tne New Yorx and St. 


Nicholas Clubs, and the Hope Club of Providence. 
His name is on the books of the Union Club, and he 
is the president of a fishing club. He bought the 
house No. 23 West Fifty-first street, where we lived 
for a time. In June, 1884, Dr. Daane left me and 
went to Providence. He took possession of the 
bouse at Wasbington and Auburn streets, consid- 
ered the handsomest bouw-e nthe town. Several 
times the Doctor insisted ou me going to Europe. 
He made things unpleasant for me. While livia 
in the house on Filty-first street he sent me wo 
to close the house. I was sent in July and August 
to the Argyle House, Babylon, L. L, and received 
letters there trom him dated Boston. 1 was told at 
the time that

He never came near me, bu. sent me money to pay 
my board. One week he sem me $30, and I paid 
carriage hire and other expenses.

A CONVENIENT COOK. 


The Way a Great Danger to the Pub- 
lic Can be Averted. 


How to Stop Ranaways—The Public's 
Want of Presence of Mind—Two 
Illustrative Incidents—A Police- 
man’s Talk. 


When the two large gray horses drawing a heavy 
milk wagon, dashed down Olive street yesterday

‘Lhe tailors are to hold a mass meeting to-morrow 
night to denounce non-union employers and to take 
action to strengthen the organization. A conven- 
tion of the Cigarmakers’ Progressive Union will 
also be held this week. District Assemblies Nos. 1 
and 70 will have a grand picnic on the 4th of July. 
Numerous assemblies are being organized in this 
city, and the membership is greater than it has 
been for ten years. Every effort to establish a cen- 
tral union has failed, because of the antagonistic 
methods and ideas of the workmen. When labor- 
ers conduct their affairs as corporations do they 
will win. One mistake made is that labor repre- 
seutatives meet to taik and make speeches. 

The New York vricklayers made a fight for nine 
per day. and won, and have suffered a reduction 
hours from $4 per day to $3 78, hic is an advance of 
2 cents per hour. The demand for labor is great, and 
some builders are bidding 45 cents, The workmen 
and the employers have a jo.nt arbitration com- 
mittee. The builders are pleased because 
future disturbances can be avoided. There 
are ia that city 3500 thoroughly organized brick- 
layers, divided into five unions. Eaca sends three 
delegates to the Executive Committee. A rule pre- 
vents bosses from employing outside bricklayers. 
Wa.es are $4 in several Northern cities; $3 50 here 
and at Buffalo, and, $5 in Memphis, Galveston and 
two or three other Southern cities. This isa signi- 
ficant stride. July the strike was for nine 
hours, and $4 was won by three-fourths of the 
strikers. The employers offered 40 cents per hour 
last January, and the laborers asked 45, and sub- 
sequentiy compromised on 42, and work fifty-three 
instead of sixty hours, thus opening up work for 
500 moremen. This victory has aroused the inter- 
est of other crafts over the country in the short- 
hour movement. 

Societies for the discussion of social problems are 
springing up. Tuere is the Institute vf Social Sei- 
ence, the secialogic Society, the American Ass0ci- 
ation for the Promotion of Justice, the Free Soil 
Society, and the Church Workingman's Mission. 

There seems to be no good reason why knſtting 
and textile miils and shoe factories should not be 
established throughout Eastern Pennsyivania. The 
experiments made are successful. The knittin 
mili at Bethlehem employs 100 operatives, an 
turns out 1,400 dozen pairs of stockings and socks 
per week. New Jersey towns are attracting manu- 
facturing. At Scotiswood a new shirt faciory has 
been put up. There is an abundance of unemployed 
female labor in these States. Several projecis have 
been entertained of late, but they do not take shape. 
Cheaper fuel is one serious drawback. The isola- 
tion of these factories would secure less agitation 
2 wages, and taxation would be less in larger 
cities. 

The building up of industrial villages in Great 
Britain is the latest attempi to prevent the depopu- 
lation of country districts. There is always a rush 
of peopie from country to city througuout En- 
gland. Samuel Morley, M. F., has started the 
movement, It is proposed to establish villages and 
viliage industries, atthe same time discover 
markets forthe productaof these industries. A 
society has been organized tocarry this project 
out, and it will endeavor to make rural life more 
attractive. 

Frank A. Flower, tae Chief of the Wisconsin La- 
‘bor Bureau, has just submitted his first report, 
which is divided into ten and goes over the 
questious ot apprent industrial education. 
trade and labor unions, strikes and other like ques- 
tions. Accor to the report huadreds of manu- 
facturers in taat State are losing money. Tue ob- 
ject of the labor unions of Wisconsin, according to 
the report, is the establishment of uniform mini- 
mum wages for skilled labor in given trades, and 
mutual supportin case of need. Very few trades 
appear to be organized, Agricultural, dairying, 
stock raising, wooland tobacco growiag are the 
principal occupations of the peopie. 

The fourth annual congress of workingmen's 
clubs of the United States convened at Boston on 
Thursday evening in Wels Memorial Hall. The 
Philadelpluia clubs represented were St. Matthew, 
St. Mark, St. Luke, St. Timothy, St. Clement's and 
the Progressive Society. The total membership of 
the thirty clubs in the United Statesis 5,000. Some 
of them own houses and have their own libraries. 
Several have an organized ciass for instruction, and 
seventeen of tuem provide lectures. concerts and 
other entertainments for their members! Four 
clubs were organized in 1682, three in 1883 aud four 
in 1884. Six or eight are now in process of organ, 
ization, The first ciub established in this country 
was toe St. Mark of thiscity, which has now a 
membership of nearly 500, Self-help, through co- 
opera ion. is the great aim of these ciubs. Lectures 
were delivered on co-operative purchasing, and on 
co-operative banks and saving funds. These ciubs 
are in a prosperous condition, and are attracting a 
good deai of attention, 

The Knightsof Labor are giving a good deal of 
enthusiastic attention to co-operation. Unless the 
movement is asly managed if wii be disa — 
As business is now done there is not much profit in 
if, The fortunes made nowadayspwhether in busi- 
ness or manufacturing, are generally made by 
striking something new and strange. ators 
do not pose to do this; but they followin with 
the rank aud file of producers where competition is 
most active, and where margins of profitare ex- 
tremely light. If they expect to make much more 
out of co-operation than by working for wages they 
will be disappointed. If these new co-operators 
purchased at whoiesale they could save something. 

At Boston there is a. Woman's Educational and 
Industrial Union, the plan of which might be 
imitated in this and other cities and estabiished to 
advantage. The association secures lecturers, 
has ciasses in languages, elocution, inting 
stenography, drawing. designing, dress ng an 
a host of other braucaes. he ladies of Massa- 
chusetts are | t interest in this associa- 
tion. Donations are liberal. The products. of 
female labor are exposed for sale. The total value 

sales last year was $14,330. 

The Knights of Labor are goivg into politics in 
smali towns where they havea majority of votes.

Italians Swindled by a So-Called Employ- 
ment Ageacy in Chicago.

A CHINESE “SCRAB? 


The Mongolian Population Torn 
Asunder by Feuds. 
— — 

A Collision on Chestnut Street Last 
Night Between Opposing Forces 
How the Three Generations Society 
Caused Trouble—Some Inside His- 
tory Relative to Chinese Cognomens 

5 ‘ 7 


About 10:80 o'clock last night a Chinese skirmish 
took place at Eighth and Chestnut streets. A small 
party of Mongolians traveling on Chestaut 
met a trio of the pig-tailed north at 
the intersection of the above named streets, The 
parties made a rush, during which each 
gave an inspiring yell. A brief passage at 
arms was attended with a chattering noise, 


Suddenly they parted in as many directions as 
there were Chinamen. The attack was sudden and 
soon over, and ge 8 ere half a block away were 
not attracted by the occurrence. A féew 
passing at the time stood on the curb wondering at 
the scene, which was extremely laughable. As the 
wordy portion of the conflict took place in choice 
tonese, the witnesses could give no tion. 
The hostile meeting was a break- 
ing out of the war - like feelings 
that now divide the Chinese populat.on of this city. 
James Baptiste, and Americanized Chinaman, has 
been in the city attempting to patch upa peace, 
but was unsuccessful. Explaining the cause of the 
trouble Baptiste, who has adopted this name as be- 
ing phonetically near — — appellation, said: 
“Bad feeling has exis between the St. Louis 
Chinamęn They have 
suspec each other of “giving things 
away,” and this causes the trouble. 
I have come here as the agent of our society, and 
also to see if I cannot arrange things. The Amer- 
ican — do not understand the organization of 
the Chinese population here. There are two sets of 
Chinamen here. One is the Hong Kong set, which 
has about 200 men, and the other is the 
Canton, which has about 36. They are dis- 
tinguished in this way: All the Hong Kong 
peopie are members of the Sam Sing 
or Three Generations, as the words Sam Sing mean, 
Every Hong Kong Chinaman has one of the three 
opens. Choo, Chung or Quan in his name, 
These names by which their places of business are 
known such as laundries, stores, etc., are 
NOT THE FAMILY NAMES OF THE PROPRIETORS, 

but only names of the piace, such as “The Three 
Dragons,” “The Twin Serpent.) The Eagle, just 
as taverns are named in England. All these cases in 
court are made against the names of the laundries 
and not the men. The Canton Chinamen are 
bound togetuer in an association called tne Lone- 
Wee-long-Kng-Timeaning when translated into En- 
glish The United Brothers. Toin Lee, who is a 
Deputy Sheruf in New York, is at the head ot this 
organ zation, 1 traveling in 
us mterest. Lou Johnson, who lives at Ninth and 
Market streets in this city, is agent for the society 
here. My regular business is interpreter for the 
New York courts, and Johnson represents some 
dealers in tea.” Baptiste then gave an account of 
the origin ot trouble which 
has split the St. Louis Chinamen in 
twain, 0 Gong, who manages a laundry 
on the north side Market street between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, also ran an opium den and a gam- 
bling house. The attempts of the Cantonese men 
to induce some Hong Kong citize..s to join the Lone 
Wee-Tong-Eng-Ti had caused feeling, One nizut 
Gong’s place was raided by a piatoon of police, and 
sixteen gamblers were taken to the Four Courts and 
on the fuilowing day they were ‘fined costs each. 
Through Lou Johnson tue police secured the serv- 
ices of several Cantonese Chinamen to explain the 
game of tan and Chinese lowery in the court and 
trom this the Hong Kong mea concluded that they 
had been “given away oy Johuson and his friends. 
Vengeance was sworn and a few days later the 
Hong Kong men had Jonuson and 
three. other Chinamen arrested on a charge 
of robbery inthe third degree. On a hearing of 
tuis case the defendanis were ged. Jounson, 
who represents the Cantoness, applied to tne poiice 
for protection and stated that the men of his com- 
pany Were in danger of bodily harm at the hands of 
the Hong Kong men. Johnson, who is an intelligent 
little man about 80 years of age, & 
to Chief Burke tuat he was well conviuced of the 
danger he was in. “Ihave heid a position on the 
Denver police and worked on the

which occurred there. I know the Chinamen's 
ways. They never forget, and as long as tuey tuink 
that we bave been giving them away weare in 
danger from them. ‘ihe fact ts that tue gambling 
Was given away by an opium smoker, who 
used to visit that place.

He saw the gambling going on in the back room an- 
other day and wanted to play. No matter 
what.

IN A FIELD OF I0E. 


The Trip of the Steamer Oritic, Just Ar- 
rived From Leith. 

New Your, May 13.—Oaptain Lord of the steamer 
Critic, which arrived here last night from Leith, 
makes the following report: “On May 6 at 6 a. m., 
in latitude 48 north, longitude 47.10 west, we found 
a solid wall of packed ice, interrupting our forward 
progress and extending as far asthe eye could 
reach in a west northwest and south  south- 
east direction. We at once decided to look for a 
passage to the southward. This we did unsuccess- 
fully all day. As we advanced to the south, follow- 
ing the Gutward or eastward curvature of the ice, 
which at times trended away tothe west south- 


west, gradually curving back to the eastward, and 
in some cases even as far back as northeast, the 
icebergs became exceedingly numerous. They were 
from 200 to 900 feet in — and of the dimensions 
of large islands. The weather now became thick 
with fog and it was with the utmost difficulty that 
we could thread our way through them, the man 
on the lookout no sooner reporting on the starboard 
bow than he bad to repeat his report with 
one on the port bow, right ahead. 
After a le of seventy-two hours, we were able 
to clearofice. In all my experience at sea, 1 have 
never seen or heard of such immense quantities of 
ice in that latitude.” :

Prof. Newton 
of Yale College has shown that about 10,460 
times as many meteors fall on the whole earth 
in an hour as fall so as to be visible above any 
One horizon, Combining these separate deduc- 
tions, it follows that 10x100x10,460x23 (or about 
450,000) meteors fall on the surface of the whole 
earth each hour. It is to be remembered, too, 
that only such meteors as would be visible to 
the naked eye are included in this enumeration. 
Every astronomer knows that there are vast 
quantities of extremely minute telescopic me- 
teors in the heavens. One can hardly work for 
two or three hours without seeing at least one 
meteor in the very small field of view of the 
telescope. The number given above, then, is 
clearly a minimum. Professor Alexander 
Herschel has shown that the average weight of 
a meteor may be taken as five grams, whence it 
follows that the earth receives honrly not less 

2,250 kilograms, or 4,950 pounds of for- 
eign material deposited upon it from the celes- 
tial spaces,

Why So Many Vacant Houses Are 
Found To-Day in St. Louis. 


——— ean

Renters of Houses Forced Into Rooms 
and Tenements—Enormous Profits 
Reaped by the Landlords—A Condi- 
tion of Affairs Which Promises to 
Last—Lower Rents the Only Avail- 
able Remedy—Facts and Figures of 
Interest. | 


Never be fore in the city's history was there such 
a large proportion of vacant residences as at pres- 
ent. In all parts of the city, except the more pop- 
ular West End residence quarters,the For rent“ sign 
greets the eye with ominous frequency,in some parts 
filling so many windows that the view is quite a 
dejecting one. A visit to the Real Estate Exchange 
confirms the unfavorable impression, the liste ot 
vacant houses crowding the bulletin boards, while 
the number of visitors is much less than it was a 
year ago. The lists are so preternaturally 
long, in fact, that the sheets of paper 


containing them are not large enough as printed 
to contain the descriptions of the houses, and 
additional lines have to be ruled between the old 
ones 80 as to accommodate them. It is over 
stating the case to say that there are four MHmes as 
many unoccupied houses in St. Louis to-day as 
there w four years ago, and it is unfortunate 
that it mes necessary to add that. unless the 
real cause of this condition of affairs is removed, it 
will go on getting worse ins of better. About 
the only consolation in counection with this really 
disastrous showing is the knowledge that this over- 
supply of empty houses is not the result of a dimi- 
nution of population, the fact being that the city 
bas steadiiy increased in numbers. The direct 
causes of the state of affairs, which the real estate 
men generally complain of as a sort of inexplica- 
ble visitation of Providence which they 
deeply regret but cannot possibly 
remedy, are, first,the extensive building operations 
which have gone on in * West End of late and 
secondiy, the tendency to crowd together in small 
tenements which has characterized householders 
during the past couple of pe. The cause back 
of all this is the inordinately high rents which are 
being charged for residence property in St. Louis 
and which are driving people ot means to 
either abandon their five to eight-room houses 
and take to the tenements or go into the buildin 
ines: on their own account. Since the panic o 
a year ago all commodities have come down in 
price except real estate and rents, which have been 
most illogically bolstered up to the old figures in 
spite of the fact that the demand for both have 
ENORMOUSLY DIMINISHED 
during the twelve months. It is true 
that where a tenant is knowing enough he can, 25 
poss a bold front, wring a concession of $1 or 
a month less than the quoted rent from an agent 
but, take it ali through, tse same rent is demand 
for residences to-day as was readily paid a couple 
of years aso, W asters were at the agents’ 
mercy, and it was 1 upon as a favor to be 
allowed to secure a in favored localities at the 
price demanded. 

Many of the agents ymin | claim that, even at the 
prices charzed, the landiords are not makin 
money, that taxes are so heavy that at the end 
the year the property-owner is notning ahead, and 
that the idea of lowering rents ig a prepos:erous 
one. Their statements, however, are readily met 
by the counter-assertion that, notwithstanding rent- 
ing tem is so exceedingly unproductive its 
owuers are by no means anxious to get rid of it and 
are really hoiding the houses which bring them 
in nothing a year at such h prices that 
no one ever hears of one of them bei purchased 
by @ person who has decided to own his own home, 
very little study of the subject showing him that 
he can put up a new house of the same size and of 
much better material for much less money. Tak- 
ing as an example the 6-room house of the kind that 
landlords, from purely philanthropic motives, are 
sacrificing to tenants at $30 a moũtn, it can very 
easily be shown that the rent o does not en- 
tail upon tae owner such a terrible sacrifice as he 
would like to have tue renting public believe he sub- 
mits to. Such a house can readily be but for $1,500 
upon a $1,000 lot. making a total outiay of 82.500. 
Allowing that two mouths reot goes tor taxes and 
repairs, a return upon an investment of this kind is 
had of 12 percent per annum, which is reailiy not 
so thoroughly disa trous to the investor as to war - 
rant his pusing as a martyr for the public good. In 
a large majority of cases, however, the return is 
much larger, taking into cousideration the fact that
